DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 , 3, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the recitation "wherein one end of the first radiating element is 
vertically connected to one end of the common ground" and "wherein one end of the 
second radiating element is vertically connected to one end of the common ground " are 
not clear. Does applicant mean "perpendicular connected"? Figures 3 and 4 shows that 
the first and second radiating elements are perpendicularly connected to the common 
ground element, not vertically connected. 

In claim 3, the recitation "wherein one end of the second feeding element is 
vertically connected to the second radiating element" is also not clear because the 
second feeding element is not vertically connected to the second radiating element. 

In claim 9, lines 13-15, the recitation, "a second feeding element vertically 
connected to... the second radiating element" is not clear because in figure 6 shows the 
second feeding element orthogonally connected to the first radiating element at the 
connection part, not vertically connected as in the claim. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, " the first feeding 
element is horizontally connected to the common around element" and "the second

feeding element is vertically connected to the common around element" in claim 8 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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The patents to Stutzman et al, Poilasne et al, Vaisanen et al, McGirr et al, 
McKivergan, and Rowson et al are cited as of interest showing the antenna similar to 
that disclosed.
